The 146.310/.910 Echo-Link machine is back on 
the air operating from the 146.910 site at Indiana- 
Purdue/Ft. Wayne. The antenna is located about 40’ 
above ground level, on the roof of Kettler Hall. We 
are using an omni vertical and running about 40 
watts. Thus it is definitely a local use machine. At 
present it requires no tone on its input. 

Its Echo-Link node identification is: 519521, and 
its Echo-Link station ID is: W9TE-R, IPFW FORT 
WAYNE, IN.

not only did we have some 

sunspots (yay!), but the 

World Radio Team Cham- 

pionship (WRTC2010) in 

Russia was run concurrently. For more on WRTC2010

Vicky and I had thought about going to Russia to be 
on-site spectators, but some other commitments kept us 
home. In a way that was good, as Scott N9AG asked if ’'d 
like to champion the 10 m CW station at N8NR’s QTH 
under the call W1AW/8. Now that was an easy decision 
to make - I immediately said ‘yes’. 

In the IARU Contest, W1AW is used either by clubs 
or by just a bunch of operators throughout the US. For 
example, last year Rich KL7RA (a frequent visitor to Ft 
Wayne since he’s from the Northeast Indiana area) and 
his team used it as W1AW/KL7. This year the SWODXA 
(South West Ohio DX Association) had the opportu- 
nity to use WLAW, and planned on six QTHs scattered 
throughout southwest Ohio to cover 160 m through 10 m 
on both SSB and CW. 

Bob N8NR near Greenfield (about 40 miles north- 
west of Dayton) had the 40 m SSB, 15 m CW, and 10 m 
CW stations. He has some good antennas for those bands. 
On 40 m he has a 2-element shorty-40 at 130 feet, and he 
added a temporary 40 m dipole at 70 feet. On 15 m, he 
has a two-high stack of 5-element monobanders at 110 
feet and 75 feet, with the bottom one fixed on Europe. 
On 10 m (see accompanying photo), he has a three-high 
stack of 5-element monobanders at 120 feet, 90 feet, and 
60 feet, with the middle one fixed on Europe and the 
lower one fixed on the Caribbean. The 40 m Yagi is right 
below the highest 10 m monobander. He also put up a tri- 
bander for 10 m fixed to the west. 

The team for W1AW/8 at N8NR was Bob N8NR, 
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Scott N9AG, Jack K9JE, and me.I brought my home sta- 
tion for the 10 m CW position (see accompanying photo). 
In essence, I covered 10 m CW, N9AG covered 15 m 
CW, and N8NR and K9JE covered 40 m SSB for the 24- 
hour contest period. We did move around a bit to give 
each other some break time. The contest started at 8:00 
AM local time Saturday morning, and ended at 8:00 AM 
local time Sunday morning. 

The 10 m CW station ended up making 373 QSOs. 
In addition to a handful of South Americans, we worked 
over a dozen Europeans Saturday morning. These weren’t 
just extreme western Europeans, either - PA, DL, and ON 
showed up in the log. I shut down at 11:00 PM Satur- 
day night, and got up at 6:00 AM Sunday morning. But 
Sunday morning was a total bust on 10 m CW - not one 
QSO (thank goodness for PC-generated CQs!). The band 
was open sporadically Sunday morning, but there were 
no new Stations to work. And just like the 10 m contest 
at solar minimum, there were a lot of short bursts of CW, 
probably due to meteors. 

The 40 m SSB station ended up with 1223 QSOs. 
Since the 40 m SSB station was just to the right of the 10 
m CW station, I noted that the 40 m station made a heck 
of a lot of QSOs with 2 by 3 calls. Hopefully these were 
many Generals getting a taste of DX contesting. The 15 
m CW station made 879 QSOs, with some good openings 
to Southeast Asia and Japan. 

As a team we worked very well together. We even 
had some good-natured banter going back and forth dur- 
ing the contest. That made it fun - and isn’t that what 
Amateur Radio should be?
